NEWSPAPERS, MAGAZINES AND Books ISSUED IN 
PARTs.—V. 


A DAILY newspaper book may be prepared 
on the lines of the following table. As pre- 
sented here the table represents a month’s record 
of four weeks, with six dayseach. The record 
may easily be extended to cover, in a handy 
blank-book, every day in the year, and be sub- 
divided as may suit the fancy of the bookseller.

It will be found to be more practical, however, 
to arrange the record by months, which may be 
emphasized by printing a square in red ink (in- 
dicated in our table by parallel rules), and di- 
viding these squares into compartments (in 
faint blue ruled lines) for the days. By such 
an arrangement the dealer may tell without loss 
of time how many days, weeks, months or 
quarters may be due. If the delivery stroke is 
made from left to right the presence or absence 
of a stroke crossing same will be evidence 
whether all or any remain unpaid. In these 
days of rush, when nothing is more common 
than for a customer to speed him out of the 
store with a ‘‘ Pay you to-morrow,” and then 
straightway forget such hasty promise, a record 
of this sort will be found not only useful but 
indispensable. 

The Messrs. Marlborough have also gotten 
up a newsdealers’ ordering book for adding to 
or stopping newspaper orders, with counter- 
parts to form a register of alterations made. 
The book is 8x10 inches and is divided by a 
perforated line, indicated below by a dotted 
rule : 


NEWSPAPER ORDER.

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The following directions (issued by the Inter- 
national News Co.) may be found useful and 
suggestive by the beginner in the periodical 
business : 


Journals, magazines or books issued in parts 
are supplied by publishers and news companies 
in the quantities designated in first order until 
notified to increase or cut down. 

Periodicals charged up in advance cannot, as 
a rule, be discontinued until the term of sub- 
scription expires. 

Orders to discontinue imported English or 
French periodicals, charged number by num- 
ber, do not go into effect until five weeks after 
receipt of notice by the news company. Or- 
ders to discontinue publications issued in New 
York are honored immediately after receipt. 


Orders to cut off American publications not | 
| Name 


published in New York take effect as soon as 
the news company’s own notification to the pub- 
lisher is acknowledged. 

Orders for foreign periodicals should be ac- 
companied by a notice to import in case notin 
stock, to avoid delays caused by inquiry in case 
orders cannot be supplied from stock. 

To import books and periodicals from any 
part of Europe requires from four to six weeks ; 
orders by cable may, under favorable condi- 
tions, be filled in twelve to twenty-one days. 

In ordering back numbers of periodicals, etc., 
notice should be given whether ‘‘all or none” 
are wanted, in case a part of the order only 
can be filled. 
more parts or volumes of a work run out and 
cannot be supplied until later; in such cases, 
unless otherwise notified, these numbers on 
hand are supplied and the missing ones sent 
later. It also happens that numbers are out of 
print altogether and can no longer be supplied, 
which emphasizes the importance of giving no- 
tice that the order must be supplied entire or 
not at all. 

Dealers frequently return periodicals, etc., 
under the impression that such a course is 
sufficient notice to discontinue the same. This 
is a mistake. Definite notice, in writing, must 
be given, if the dealer wishes to be relieved of 
the responsibility of paying for the parts sent 
to him. 

It is recommended when making returns to 
specify in each case why the particular parts 
are returned, so as to save time and correspond- 
ence concerning items as to which a doubt 
might arise.

BOOKS AND PAPER UNDER THE PRO- 
POSED NEW TARIFF BILL. 


AFTER weeks of preparation the new tariff bill 
(popularly designated as the ‘‘ Wilson Bill’) is 
at last completed, and was given to the public 
on November 28. As will be seen the provisions 
affecting the book trade remain nearly the same 
as under previous bills. The most important 
modification is the proposal to put on the free 
list ‘‘ all publications of foreign governments and 
publications containing observations of scientific 
phenomena and the results of scientific observa- 
tions.” We give the additions to the text in 
italics and enclose the omitted portions of the 
law now in force in brackets [ ] :

Books, maps, lithographic prints, and charts 
specially imported, not more than two copies in 
any one invoice, in good faith, for the use of any 
society incorporated or established for educa- 
tional, philosophical, literary, or religious pur- 
poses, or for the encouragement of the fine arts, 
or for the use or by order of any college, acad- 
emy, school, or seminary of learning in the 
United States, subject to such regulations as the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe.

Manuscripts. 

Newspapers and periodicals; but the term 
** periodicals,” as herein used, shall be under- 
stood to embrace only unbound or paper-covered 
publications containing current literature of the 
day and issued regularly at stated periods, as 
weekly, monthly, or quarterly. 

Professional books, implements, instruments, 
and tools of trade, gccupation, or employment, 
in the actual possession at the time of persons 
arriving in the United States, but this exemption 
shall not be construed to include machinery or 
other articles imported for use in any manutact- 
uring establishment or for any other person or 
persons, or for sale. 

Wearing apparel and other personal effects (not 
merchandise) in actual use of residents of the 
United States, returning thereto from foreign 
countries, not exceeding $500 in value and not in-

POSTAL MATTERS. 


POSTMASTER-GENERAL BIsSELL in his first an- 
nual report states that his department carried 
last year 301,000,000 pounds of second-class 
matter, an increase of 14 percent. Concerning 
this the Postmaster-General remarks that he is 
afraid that this indicates not so much a healthy 
growth in the periodical literature of the country 
as the success of enterprising publishers in secur- 
ing the entry of many publications into this fa- 
vored class that are not really entitled to the 
privilege. 

The amount of free mail matter delivered last 
year weighed 87,000,000 pounds, the total num- 
ber of pieces aggregating 467,356,883, which, 
omitting newspapers and periodicals mailed free 
in their respective counties of publication, and 
making no allowance for cases where excess over 
single rates might occur, would have required, if 
charged the same as private matter, $7,173,364 
worth of postage, this being about the amount of 
the average annual deficiency. 

The Postmaster-General also suggests that pos- 
tal notes be abolished, and that the rates charged 
for all domestic money orders should be reduced 
and the form of order simplified. 





A NEW WORK OF REFERENCE, 


LARNED’S‘“‘HISTORY FOR READY REFERENCE 
AND TOPICAL READING,” 


Tue C. A. Nicuots Co., Springfield, Mass., 
will shortly publish a most important reference 
work under the title of ‘‘ History for Ready 
Reference and Topical Reading,” by J. N. 
Larned, superintendent of the Buffalo Library. 
This work, which will appear in five large vol- 
umes of about eight hundred pages each, with 
abundant historical maps, is a valuable contribu- 
tion to American reference literature, being a 
comprehensive historical cyclopedia, ambitious 
in scope and admirable in execution. Mr. 
Larned has devoted about six years to the prep- 
aration of this work, which he says ‘*‘ may be 
said to represent a carefully chosen library of 
about 5coo volumes of the best historical litera- 
ture, since its contents have been culled from that 
number—not by paraphrasing, but almost en- 
tirely by literal and faithful quotation. In an- 
other sense it may be called an index to a larger 
selected library of 10,000 or 12,000 volumes, be- 
cause its topical references extend to quite that 
number.” The object of the book is twofold; 
as the title indicates, it aims to present ‘‘ History 
for Ready Reference and Topical Reading.” In 
the first place it serves asa dictionary of historical 
information, and in the second place it furnishes 
material for courses of reading on almost every 
historical topic. The general arrangement is 
alphabetical, with chronological subdivisions and 
plenty of cross-references; a very valuable feat- 
ure is the series of novel ‘‘ date maps” originated 
and prepared by Alan C. Reiley, of Springfield. 
Colored illustrative charts are also used to ex- 
hibit the development of a nation’s history, and 
a specialty is made of reproducing famous docu- 
ments like Magna Charta and the Declaration 
of Independence. The work is, in fact, not only 
a cyclopedia of historical information, but a 
guide to the study of history, and it should 
prove a most vaulable reference-book for libra- 
ries, students of history, and every-day readers. 
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A NEW PUBLISHING FIRM. 
COPELAND & DAY. 


THE firm of Copeland & Day, 69 Cornhill, 
Boston, is the latest accession to the ranks of 
Boston publishing bouses. The new firm is 
composed of Herbert Copeland and F. H. Day, 
young men of literary taste and ability, who 
have gone into the business with the intention 
of publishing only fine limited editions of high- 
class works. The first announcements of the 
firm are excellent indications of the character of 
its publications and the lines on which the 
business will be carried on. Their earliest forth- 
coming books comprise ‘‘ Eight Designs by 
Walter Crane, Illustrating Shakespeare’s Tem- 
pest,” a series of drawings printed on India 
paper and mounted in portfolio form, each set 
being signed by Mr. Crane and issued as an 
atlas quarto volume ina limited edition ; a fine 
edition of Zhe Hobby Horse, the English quarterly 
magazine edited by Herbert P. Horne, which 
numbered among its contributors Matthew Ar- 
nold, Burne-Jones, Austin Dobson, Christina 
Rossetti, William Morris, Ruskin, and Oscar 
Wilde, issued with new title-page and ornamental 
designs by Mr. Horne, printed ‘on French hand- 
made paper, and sold only in unbroken sets ; 
D. G. Rossetti’s mystical ‘‘ sonnet sequence,” 
‘* The House of Life,” for the first time given in 
its full text, with ornamental borders and initials 
designed by Bertram Goodhue, issued in an edi- 
tion of five hundred copies, printed on hand- 
made paper, bound in limp Japan paper boards, 
and in an edition of fifty copies on thick hand- 
made Michalet paper ; a volume of ‘‘ Poems,” 
by Francis Thompson, with photogravure front- 
ispiece and title-page designed by Laurence Hous- 
man ; and Oscar Wilde’s one-act drama‘‘ Salome,” 
translated by the author from the version in 
French issued last year in Paris, and illustrated 
with ten full-page designs by Aubrey Beardsley. 
They have also in preparation a volume of 
poems by Dr. Richard Garnett, of the British 
Museum, and will print privately for the author 
a revolutionary essay, called ‘‘ The Decadent 
Being, the Gospel of Inaction,” a very few copies 
of which will be for sale.

PROFESSOR GOLDWIN SMITH is now in Eng- 
land, but on his return he will probably take 
up the second volume of his work on the United 
States. It will be remembered that Mr. Smith 
promised this book conditionally in his preface 
to the first volume, and it is needless to say 
that it has been assured a warm welcome—his 
opponents, no less than his partisans, being 
unanimous in their manifestation of interest in it. 
Another book by Mr. Smith, entitled ‘‘ Essays 
on the Questions of the Day,” has just been 
issued by Macmillan & Co. It deals with po- 
litical as well as with social questions ; some 
of the topics being : Social and Industrial Revo- 
lution; The Political Crisis in England; Woman 
Suffrage; The Jewish Question; The Irish Ques- 
tion ; and Temperance versus Prohibition. 


EDMUND YATES, in his letter to the New York 
Tribune for November 6, says: ‘‘ I understand 
that Lord Tennyson is busy at the present time 
at his residence, Farringford, Frenchwater, in 
writing a life of his father. This is naturally a 
somewhat difficult and delicate task, seeing how 
large a number of prominent public men who are 
still living were among the great poet’s intimate 
friends. Lord Tennyson has ample material, no 
doubt, at his command, and of all men living he 
is most qualified in many respects to carry out 
the task. The Laureate during his lifetime had 
no greater admirer of his superb work than his 
own sons, and Hallam Tennyson was his con- 
stant and devoted associate for many years be- 
fore his death. I should say that Lord Tennyson, 
in writing the life, will decline to avail himself 
of the scraps of information with which so many 
papers and reviews have been filled during the 
last twelve months, emanating from the fertile 
imaginations of those who have striven to show 
themselves Boswells without Boswell’s accuracy 
and literary skill.’’

THE ceremony of unveiling the memorial to 
James Russell Lowell in the Chapter House of 
Westminster Abbey occurred November 28. 
The memorial consists of two stained-glass win- 
dows. Leslie Stephen delivered the eulogy. 

MACMILLAN & Co. have just published ‘‘ The 
Humors of the Court,” a comedy, and ‘some 
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other poems, by Robert Bridges. They have 
made an ordinary edition and an edition de luxe, 
printed on English hand-made paper, limited to 
100 copies, of which 50 are for England and 50 
for this country. 

AN official declaration was issued in Berlin, 
November 23, regarding Hans Blum’s book, 
‘* Germany in Bismarck’s Time.” It is officially 
stated that the work contains many misstate- 
ments, and that it is specially incorrect in its de- 
tails regarding the retirement from office of Prince 
Bismarck, 

THE first section of Louis Fagan’s splendid 
‘*History of Engraving in England” is now 
ready. Section II. isto be issued in December, 
and Section III. next April. The work is illus- 
trated with 100 typical examples reproduced 
from rare and unique prints in the British Mu- 
seum, and has a rich store of biographical 
sketches and critical notes. 

JAMES TOOVEY, the eminent bookseller of Pic- 
cadilly, whose father died a couple of months 
ago, is retiring from business. His large and 
valuable stock wlll be sold by Sotheby, Wilkin- 
son & Hodge early in the spring. That of the 
late James Stillie, of Edinburgh, is to be dis- 
persed under the hammer at intervals during the 
winter months. The first sale will be held on 
Wednesday next. Chapman & Baillie, of Edin- 
burgh, are the auctioneers. 


IT is now stated that Balzac’s Eugénie Gran- 
det and her father were real personages, the orig- 
inal of the latter being a cooper named Mivelot. 
Mlle. Mivelot, the Eugénie of the novel, married, 
after her father’s death, a Monsieur Millin de 
Grandmaison. Having no children, she adopt- 
ed a young relation of her husband, and this 
adopted son is the M. Millin de Grandmaison 
who was lately elected to the French Chamber 
of Deputies as the member for Maine et Loire. 


THE large and curious philological library of 
the late Prince Lucien Bonaparte is soon to come 
into the market. It numbers about 25,000 vol- 
umes. The prince early determined to make a 
collection of works which would represent not 
only every written language in the world, but 
their connection one with another, and also their 
dialectal varieties; and he was able toa large ex- 
tent to carry out this idea. His collection in- 
cludes a specimen of every English dialect. His 
usual plan was to get the Gospel of St. Matthew 
or the Song of Solomon translated into the dif- 
ferent dialects by experts. 


AT a recent meeting of the Council of the 
Retail Newsagents and Booksellers’ Union in 
London, one or two subjects of interest came up 
for discussion. On the question of book and 
magazine discounts the general secretary read a 
report of continued efforts towards the reduction, 
and if possible abolishing, of the discount sys- 
tem. With regard to the magazine trade it was 
stated that Edinburgh has abolished the discount 
altogether, while Bradford and Glasgow have 
each only one man who stands out against the 
change. To come nearer the metropolis it was 
pointed out that the Southwest Ham branch of 
the union has succeeded in bringing back the 
sale of magazines in its district to full price. 
Another matter reported upon was that of dis- 
counts upon ‘‘ Christmas Numbers,” and the 
view was expressed that ‘‘ we may look upon 
Christmas, 1893, asclosing the discounts on such 
special issus.”’
